buginaw, Bay City, and uther 
places. 


At an early period he used his 
infuence for the promotion of 
agriculture in this county, und 
spenl much money and effort in 
agricultural experiments. In this 
Jalter he was able to get much 
uutside assistance. He was in- 
terested financially and otherwise 
in many of our smaller industries, 
and was gone of the charter mem- 
bers of the Grayling Electric 
company, Whieh a few years ago 
was sold. te the Michigan Public 


Service Co. 
From the beginning he had a 
part in the organizatton and 


growth of the NeurthEastern Mich- 
nein Developnient bureau, and for 
the past two years was its presi- 
dent. 

His pleasing and friendly per- 
sonality gained for him many 
warin friends, beth at home and 
thruout the state, and he had 
close assuciation with most of the 
higher administrative officials of 
the state. Mr. Hanson was one 
ef those instramental in securing 
Merey Hospital fur Grayling and 
was one of its first trustees, 
hilling the office of treasurer. 

Fur the pase two years he and 
Mrs. Hansen resided in Lansing. 
and fer the past year he was 
identified with the Michigan 
branch of the Federal Reconstrue- 
tion Finance Corporation, with an 
vfiee in Port Huron. He was a 
charter member ef Portage Lodge 
Knights of Pythias, and a past 
chancellor, and was captain of 


Gravling Uniform Ranks K. of P. 
Fur many years he was a member 
of cur board of education, and 
held other public offices, ; 
Funeral services are being held 
here teday in the Danish Luther- 
an chureh of which he was a mem- 
her, Interment will be in the 
family lot at Elmwood cemetery.

Mrs. S, A. Seydell, age 87, was 
killed, and huaband severely in- 
jured and son A. W. Seydell, 
slightly injured, when their auto 
ergshe] into a car being driven 
by W. A. Mickesell ag the latter 
attempted to turn [eft inte an in- 
tersection road im front of the 
together with his wife and young 
on-coming Seydel! car. The latter 
son toe were quite severely in- 
jured. The accident occurred laat 
Saturday forenoon on U. S. 27, 
about seven miles south of Gray- 
ling. 

Mr. and Mrs. Seydell resided 
in Auburn, Ind., and their son in 
Youngstown, Ohio, The latter, to- 
gether with his parents had been 
at his summer home near Indien 
River saad was taking his parents 
back to Auburn. The Mickeselis 
reside in Soottgville, Mich, In 
the car with the Mickesells were 
two young Houghton Lake boys 
who were enroute to Grayling. 
One of the latter received a wound 
above one eye that required 
stitches. Al] the injured persons 
were taken to Grayling Mercy 
Hospital where they were cared 
for. 

Jury Finds Mickesell Guilty Of 
Negligible Homicide. 

A coroners inquest wes held 
Monday, before Coroner Arthur 
Wendt and a jury. Testimony was 
offured by eye witnesses and 
Sheriff Bennett and a number of 
state police who were on the 
scene soon after the accident. The 
verdiet of the jury charged Micke- 
sejl, driver of one ¢ar, with neg- 
ligible homicide. A warrant was 
served on the latter Tuesday and 
he will be held for trial in circuit 
court. 

The whole thing was a very un- 
fortunate affair, and the two fam- 
iies have the sympathy of the 
people of this community.

Edward Sorenson 
Passed Away 


FUNERAL HELD HERE WED 
NESDAY AFTERNOON 


Edward H. Sorenson, of Hough- 
ton Lake, a former Grayling resi- 
dent, and who had kept in cluse 
touck with affairs here since 
leaving, passed away suddenly 
al his home at 5:00 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon. Although having 
been ailing for the past 15 years 
his passing came as a shock tu 
his family and friends. 

The funeral was held yésterday 
afternoon with services at his 
home and later at Danish-Luther- 
an church here of which he was 
a life-long member. Kev. Hans 
Juhl officiated and he was tsid te 
reat in Elmwoed cemetery. 


Mr. Sorenson was born Novem- 


-ber 23, 1864-at ¥. Kippinge, Den- 


mark. Arriving in this country 
in 1882 he settled in Grayling, 
joining his two older brothers, 


Olaf and Victor whe had been 
here for some time, He worked 
as lumber scaler here and at 
Otaego Lake for several years. 
On October 4, 1889 he was united 
in marriage to Emilie Fiseher and 
to the union one daughter Agnes 
was bern. About this time he 
launched into the hotel business 
and was proprietor for several 
years of the Manistee House, 
now the Fischer Hotei, 


In 1899 he sold the business to 
Andrew Anderson and the follow- 
ing year moved to the KR. Hanson 
farm at Johannesburg, operating 
& boarding house, with plans of 
building a hotel. While there Mr. 
Sorenson was appointed as the 
first postmaster of Johannesburg. 
Later when the Grayling House 
burned. here where _Shoppenagons 
Inn now stands, Mr. Sorenson dv- 
cided ta return to Grayling anu 
vupened up what was known as the 
Commercial House on the site 
where the Burke Garage now op- 


erates. There was just one other 
hotcl in Grayling at the time, 
the Eating House in the M.C, 


depot. He opened the Commercial 
House October 1901 and in 1903 
the building burned. They moved 
to their home now owned by Ras- 
mus Rasmusson, and while Mrs. 
Sorenson lived there and cared 
for her mother, Mr. Serensor 
erected a general store at Mich- 
elson, and operated same until 
1922 when the family moved to 
Houghton Lake. In 1911 he was 
appointed postmaster at Michelson 
and in selling his general store 
in 1922 he also gave up the post- 
mastership, It was at this time 
that he opened up the grocery 
store and gas station that he op- 
erated «up ‘to the time of his 
death. This was located on M-55 
between Houghton Lake  Vil- 
lage and The Heights. Mr. Soren- 
son was a kind and loving hus- 
band and father and a very loyal) 
citizen and he leaves a large circle 
of friends in beth his home town 
-nd Grayling who are grieved al 
his demise. 

Surviving the deceased besides 
his widow is his daughter, ten 
grendehildren and one great 
grandchild; also two brothers, 
George and Rudolph, and a sister, 
Mrs. Marie Jenson, of Gray- 
ling. All have the sympathy of 
many friends.

Ata meeting of the members’. 
the County Old Age Pension buard 
at the Court house all day Thurs- 
day of last week the 68 appliva- 
tions filed in Crawford County for 
ald age pensions were acted 
upon. These in turn were sent 
to the State Busrd for approval. 

Comprising the board is Judge 
of Probate George Sorenson, Mrs. 
Vivian Peterson County Agent 
and Miss Martha Peterson. Mrs. 
Marian Jewell of Maple Forest 
was appointed by the state as in- 
yestigator and she also was pres- 
ent together with Mr. B. 11. 
Haines, a representative from the 
Old Age Pension Bureau at Lan- 
sing. Mrs, Jewell aa investigator 
is the only one of the local Board 
who receives any recompense For 
her work, the others work gratis. 

$700.00 is the ameunt that hao 
been paid as head tax for old age 
pensions in the County and every 
cent of this is to be allotted to 
those whose applicatiuns are ap- 
proved. Of course as this is but 
4a small amount thera will act be 
a very Jarge sum for anyone, and 
it will be the most needy whe 
wil] be taken care of at firat. The 
cost of the state administration 
ie borne by another source, bul 
not from any money received from 
head tax as is generally supposed, 

Mr, tiaines says he trusts that 
this will stimulate the payment 
of the head tax, for if more people 


had paid the tax there would be| 


just that much more to distribute 
to old folks. He said Michigan 
woe the fourteanth state to pasa 
the Old Age Pension law and that 
since Michigan enacted the act, 14 
other atates have followed suit.

An election on this proposition 


was held last fall but iL seems 


that the character of the bonds 
called for was indetinite, 
The eounci) has declared that 


they will nut consider the issuing 
of weneral ybligation bonds for 
the Sinaneinyg vf this project can- 
sequently the new election will 
eall for Ube issuance of mortgage 
bunds to be secured only by the 
waterworks system and payable 
only out of the revenues collected 
from the water system, 

The election also will carry a 
proposition calling for a franchise 
on the water system which frane- 
chise will become operative only 
if the revenues of the system are 
insufficient tw pay the bonds and 
if the holder of the bonds, in 
this cause the L. S. government, 
forectosed on the mortgage bonds. 
This franchise is merely a securt- 
ty franchise backing up the 
bonds, similar to a note given a 
bank in case of a mortgage on a 
home or other property, 

The federal government has 
allotted the money for our water 
system subject to a favorable 
vote on the special election. We 
need the waterworks and we need 
the Jabor that the project will 
create. The citizens of Grayling 
should support this movement as 
they «id in the election last fall.
